Soeip»rt aro tho men employed to count 
th« p«p«rg that it would seftm impossible to 
a hj»Und«r who w«lches the operation for 
th« Brst tiroo that they could bo correct; yet 
it ia seldom that any mistake is m«d«. White 
tha bundling and wrapping are going on 
other mtn are kept busy in furnishing tho 
various news companies that call 
for 


thousands of copies. Tho employes of these 
compftnies, in turn, havo to take them to 
their own offices and distribute them thence 
lo their customers. As tho ptrcela for lh« 
triins find for the mails »re rande up they 
•Ti placed in bags resdy at h«nd, »nd «r» 
then qnickly carted to the different depots. 
These bags are of rarions colors, indicating 
to th« baggage and mail masters the p«ck- 
tges they need first to arrange for deliTtry 
at Iho nearest sfaliens.
